The second was the 
fact that in the basement of the 
private dwelling the cleanout 
plug instead of being the stand¬ 
ard threaded unit was simply a 
large wooden plug wrapped with 
rags. As the street pressure in- 
creased beyond the resistance of 
the wooden plug, the plug was 
forced out and sewage flooded the 
ivasoment. An estimated $1,100 
damage resulted. 

In another situation, near an 
intensely developed apartment 
area, a certain basement in a pri¬ 
vate home has i>een flooded by 
sewage on several occasions. In¬ 
vestigation has proved that due 
to items entering the sewer line 
stoppage and head pressure has 
resulted in raising the sewage 
level until it overflowed the base¬ 
ment toilet of the private home. 
Upon whom would you place the 
responsibility? 

In still another case, tree roots 
on a rather old private sewer line 
(have, over the years, clogged the 
system until it is not unusual to 
answer a private request to free 
sewage flow to prevent backup. 

None can be expected to with¬ 
stand the deplorable condition of 
sewage in a basement. On the 
other hand, is the tax dollar of 
the community at large to be 
spent on individuals who have 
failed to assume their obliga¬ 
tions? 

Your administration has agreed i 
that faulty installation of sewer 
facilities on private property 
ffind/or their improper function¬ 
ing is not to be charged to the 
town’s budget. Therefore in the 
very near future, and as soon as 
proper papers can be prepared, 
the D.P.W. when called to private 
homes to free sewer lines shall 
make a decision. Is the situation, I 
■the result of clogged street lines 
or is it the result of failure of I 
private lines. If the decision is j 
that private lines are the cause, 1 
then the occupant may make a j 
choice. He may either call his I
